I can’t start talking big. I'm not 
the ideal back myself. But I'm 
going to tell you about the sort of 
standard I try to reach. The ideal

I've 
always made a point of moving 
with a definite purpose, and being 
as sure as possible that I'm going 
to accomplish what I want to do. 

Got the idea? Anticipate? 
You've plenty of time at back to 
see ‘em coming. You can take 
in the whole situation at a glance. 

Well, take it in! Put yourself 
in the position of the particular 
man who's got the ball. Figure 
out, quickly, just as quickly as he 
has to, what you would do if you 
were in his place. Then, if he 
does that, as ten to one he will, 
you're ready for him. 

But if he’s particularly much of 
a stunt merchant you'll have to 
look slippy, for he'll have some- 
thing up his, sleeve. That's where 
that speed stuff comes in. 

Bur the brain work. The an- 
ticipation is the stuff that makes a 
good back better than most. 


There’s another point about the 
ideal back. He always works in 
with his partner as thoroughly as 
an inside man should work with 
his winger. He develops an un- 
derstanding. _ Not only in that 
usual plan of falling back when 
the attack is on the other man’s 
wing. That's so worked as to be 
absolutely mechanical with every 
back who calls himself a back. 


But cross-passing. Passing to 
the goalie. Covering the area and 
holding up the attackers giving his 
partner time to clear. These are 
the bits of a back’s business that 
demand a perfect understanding. 
The ideal back would develop that. 
He'd been keenness itself. He'd 
get that colleague to discuss plans 
and to come out and practice little 
ideas that would help to keep those 
forwards out. 

A great fellow that ideal back. 
A big kicker, of course. But an 
accurate one and not a ballooner 


of the ball.

PLAY WITHOUT BOOTS. 


India has sent us some clever, scientific play 
ers, of whom big things are expected. 

The. whole of the players are good runners 
and jumpers and are said to think nothing of jump- 
ing high over an opponent's head to gain posses 
sion of the ball, Most of the players play without 
boots, but if the weather does not suit them boots 
are worn, but very seldom. Most of the football 
in India is played on hard grounds, but the players 
in this team are also used to good turf. Therefore, 
unless the Show Ground receives drenching rain, 
the Indians will have ideal conditions for showing 
off their wonderful agility and speed against the 
elect of New South Wales, who can be relied 
upon to offer stout resistance to the incisive thrusts 
of the Indians and combat speed with methods 
calculated to add to the brilliance of the game as 
a spectacle. 


Being without boots is nothing to the Indians, 
They are just as much at home against opposition 
with football boots as without. The ball is kicked 
mainly with the instep and ankles. The length of 
the kick, under these conditions, is said to be 
amazing. The feet are well looked after, and al- 
though tough more or less to the eye, are not un 
sightly, but well formed, 


The Indians use uncanny methods of attack 
and defence. They are adepts at heading the ball 
and use this method for long passing with great 
accuracy. The Indian player gets a good deal of 
pace out of a headed ball. The speedy methods 
used in every phase of the game are attractive, al- 
though a soft ground will tend to reduce speed. 


UNIVERSALITY OF SOCCER. 


The universality of the Soccer code makes it 
possible for Australia to receive teams from other

nations during the next half century without call- 
ing upon the same country on more than one oc* 
casion. 


What a tribute to the popularity of Soccer, 
The expansion of Soccer to the four quarters of 
the globe is primarily due to the ability of its ex- 
ponents to provide expositions of a high standard, 
to provide entertainment for thousands desiring 
relaxation from the hurly-burly of everyday life. 


It seems quite natural that Indian athletes, 
ranking with the world’s best, should readily as- 
similate the finer points of Soccer, under the guid- 
ance of British army officers and others who have ~ 
done a great deal to spread the Soccer code 
throughout India. 


REMARKABLE GROWTH OF SOCCER. 

The average Australian youth is by nature 
imitative, and the opportunity of watching the 
Indian players with their new—to this country, 
anyway—methods of attack and defence will be 
exploited in the games of the near future with 
undoubted gain to the practical development of a 
standard that will fit them to be worthy opponents 
of other international teams which will visit Aus- 
ralia. t 


The Soccer knowledge possessed by the Indian 
players is deep and thorough, and there seems no 
reason to doubt that they will in common with over- 
seas teams that have preceded them, give practical 
lessons in the finer points of the game which will 
be readily assimilated by the players who to-day 
are their opponents, and also by the younger players 
looking on, who are at all times eager to excel 
in open-air pastimes, and especially in Soccer—a 
wonderful game. It brings out all that is best— 
straight dealing, true sportsmanship, skill and 
strength, without setting a premium on ounces and 
inches, 

Keen provisional Australian Association officials 
are to be complimented on their efforts to spread 
the knowledge of Soccer throughout our great Com- 
monwealth by bringing the Indian team to consoli- 
date the position attained by the visit of the English 
amateurs last season. While we may be justly 
proud of Soccer's remarkable growth and develop- 
ment, as the result of the international activities 
of the Australian Association, we should not for- 
get the way in which it has thus assisted in pro- 
moting national character, and of making available 
beneficial and health-giving influences.

The Indian Tour 


(By S. A. STOREY, Chairman of the Australian 
Soccer Football Association. 


The Indian Soccer Football team, which will 
play New South Wales to-day, will delight the 
crowd here as it did the Soccer fans in Adelaide 
and Melbourne. The play of the Indians is 
amazingly fast and clever, and they are adepts 
at “cutting in.” In fact, altogether, they reveal a 
new and refreshing style of play which will intrigue 
the Soccer fraternity in Sydney. 

Most, playing any football code, would view 
as impossible the idea of a team playing bare- 
footed, especially when the other fellows were well 
shod, and also guarded with shin pads, etc., but 
this does not worry our Indian friends, who step 
nonchalantly on to the field and right into the 
rough and tumble of the game without any fear. 
They kick just as hard as the other fellow, In 
fact, one of the two fellows who got hurt at 
Adelaide was one who played in boots.and got a 
damaged toe! The other had to leave the field 
through cramp. 

The crowd at Adelaide were not long in nick 
naming Prosad, the Indian outside left, “Mickey 
Mouse.” This diminutive winger kicks with great 
force and accuracy, and drives his corner kick 
in unfailingly. 

Bhattacharjee, the captain, Das Gupta, Re- 
bello, Premlal, are also all accomplished footballers 
and their skill will surprise the crowd anywhere. 
Dutt, the goalkeeper, is an attraction in himself. 
He catches the ball cleanly and punts it 40 yards 
up the field without any effort. McGuire, full 
back, is a first rate kicker and a strong tackler— 
a hard man to best, Nandi, at outside right, is 
clever and crosses well. 

The whole team play with a rhythm and 
understanding which will appeal strongly to the 
true Soccer man, and yet be apparent to those not 
familiar with the round ball code. Close and 
accurate passing is a feature of the Indian's game, 
and their positional play is excellent. 

Whilst it is early yet to estimate their pros- 
pects in the coming test games in Australia, there 
is no question, that on their Adelaide form—fresh 
from a lengthy journey—Australia will be hard 
put to gain the day; the Indian’s exceptional speed 
alone being a factor greatly in their favour. 

The game with New South Wales to-day 
should be an excellent contest, and the result is 
by no means a foregone conclusion. It should be 
football well worth watching, and, ‘of course, iry 
respective of the code, the sporting fraternity will 
not be unaware of the unusual spectacle offered by 
players actually taking the ficld minus boots.

One could hardlv see the iodine 
in the blood (1/100th of a grain), 
if it were all collected together, yet 
without it normal functioning of 
the body is impossible, There is 
approximately a teaspoonful of 
sugar in the blood of the normal 
person, If it should increase to two 
spoonfuls the individual has dia 
betes. If it drops to half a tea- 
snoonful, he will probably die in 
convulsions. 


The drastic effect of these tiny 
variations makes one feel rather 
pleased that his own multitudinous 
aggregation of cells has, so far, 
worked harmoniously together, ad- 
justing supply and demand ef- 
ficiently and satisfactorily, But we 
cannot expect to maintain bodily 
health and fitness without proper 
exercise and diet, together with a 
sound knowledge of personal 
hygiene.

With 
it we can do anything, but with- 
out it life is valueless.

comparison as those of a grass: 
hopper, he could jump over an 
average house, while a flea can 
jump thirty times its height and 
three hundred times its own length. 
As a matter of fact, the flea is the 
strongest living animal, in propor 
tion to its size, If a man were 
efficient, he could pull an ar: 
tank along without help and cow 
500 yards in one long jump. 


We admire the song of the 
canary, but we don’t realise that 
if a man’s voice had the same 
carrying power, in proportion to 
size, his words spoken in Brishane 


could be heard easily in Sydney. 
Even with regard to eating, we 
are outclassed. If we had a food 
capacity comparable even to that 
of a caterpillar, we would con- 
sume 400 Ibs. of food each day. 
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How Soccer Football is Played 


Soccer is NOT HANDBALL. 
Tt is FOOTBALL. None of the 
players, excepting the goalkeeper, 
are allowed to touch the ball with 
their hands. Science, therefore, is 
the all-important factor in the 
game. 

Pace, stamina, ball control with 
both head and feet, and accuracy 
of passing are necessary to make 
a good Soccer player. 

Combination is the thing that 
counts in a Soccer team. 

The measure of a Soccer team’s 
success is dependent on the adapta- 


tion of individual skill to the 
general formation. 

Eleven players fort a Soce 
side—five forwards, three halt 


backs, two backs and a goalk: 
The duration of the! g 
minutes each way. 
Onl the goalkeeper is allowed 
to handle the ball, and then only 
in the penalty area. He must not 


take more than four steps while 
holding the ball, otherwise a free 
kick (defined below) is given. 

The ball is kicked off from the 
centre of the field optionally by the 
side which loses the toss for choice 
of goals. After each goal, the game 
1s recommenced in the same way 
by the eleven which did not score, 
A goal is only scored when the ball 
crosses the goal line berween the 
posts. 

When the ball goes behind, it is 
kicked of from within the goal 
area, nearest the point it went out. 

Tf the ball is played behind by 
one of the defendi 
of the attacking side kicks it from 
the nearest corner flagstaff, That is 
called the corner kick. 

When the ball goes into touch, 
a plaver of the opposite side to 
that which played the ball out 
throws it in from the point where 
it left the field-of play. 


In the event of intentional 
handling of the ball, and tripping, 
kicking, or holdin~ an opponent, 
and charging an opponent from be- 
hind, by the defending side in the 
penalty area, the referee awards a 
penalty kick, which is taken from 
the penalty mark with all the 
players, except the kicker and the 
opposing goalkeeper, standing at 
least 10 vards from the ball. 

A free kick is given for any of 
the above infringements committed 
outside the penalty area. The 
kickers opponents must not ap: 
proach within 10 yards of the ball, 

A player is off side when he 
takes, or attempts to take a for: 
ward pass in other than his own 
half, and there are not at least two 
opponents in front of him. It is 
not an infringement to stand off 
side. 

A goal cannot be scored direct 
from a kick off or 
from free kicks, ex 
are awarded for handling, tripping, 
kicking, striking, or illegally charg- 
ing an opponent.

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Historical Facts About Soccer 


The first Soccer club in New South Wales was 
formed in 1880 at Sydney, The name of The 
Wanderers was adopted by the band of enthusiasts 
responsible for the introduction of the Soccer code 
into the Colony, as it was then designated. The 
Secretary was Mr. J. W. Fletcher, who had associ- 
ated with him Messrs. A. P. Savage, M. Barlow, 
J. A. Todd, W. J. Baker, and C. E. Hewlett, as 


committeemen. 


The Wanderers played their first match 
against The King's School, Parramatta, on August 
14, 1880, winning by five goals to nil. The second 
match was played at Moore Park, against the Red- 
fern Club, a Rugby team whose players had never 
before played Soccer. The Wanderers won by two 
goals to nil.. 


The colours of The Wanderers were white 
jersey, cap and knickerbockers, with Southern 
Cross badge on jersey, and blue stockings. The 
club had an uphill fight against rival codes in 
Rugby and Australian Rules, known then as the 
Victorian game. The pioneers were progressive, 
and visualised that the Soccer game, then designat- 
ed Association Rules, would rapidly expand. Thus 
application was made for affiliation to the English 
Football Association, Mr. C. Smith, an English 
player, being appointed to represent The Wand- 
erers and the interests of Australia. 


The Wanderers team against The King’s 
School comprised J. A. Todd, captain (Clydesdale, 
Glasgow), W. J. Baker (Maidenhead), J. W. 
Fletcher (Pembroke College, Oxford), C. E. Hew- 
lett (Harrow and Magdalene College, Oxford), 
W. Robertson (Glasgow), C. F. Fletcher (Shef- 
field), —. Chapman (Sheffield), —. Wastinage 
(Sheffield), D. Raburgh (Sydney), W. Simson 
(Sydney), and J. Scott (Sydney). A. P. Savage, 
who represented for England and Scotland, coach- 
ed The King’s School team. 


The Redfern team which played against The 
Wanderers in the second match comprised:—W. 
J. Baker, W. J. North, G. Thorne, J. Mulcahy, T. 
Coghlan, H. Jones, J. J. Allen, A. McAuley, H. 
Payton, R. M. Galloway, and H. Brown. 


From this small beginning Soccer has develop- 
ed through the years to its present high position in 
the world of sport in Australia. The game has had 
many ups and downs, but there were always men 
with sufficient enthusiasm, backed by undoubted 
administration and legislative ability to carry on the 


good work of making available for sprightly Aus- 
tralian youths a form of manly exercise in a game 
that calls for stamina, self-restraint, and quick judg- 
ment. Soccer is the only code of football played in 
every State of the great Commonwealth of Austra: 
lia. Likewise it is the most unfvéwsal. It is played 
in almost every country in the world. Soccer will 
maintain its place as the world’s leading code, be- 
cause of its power to attract athletic youths desirous 
of gaining distinction by being included in the in 
ternational teams of his particular country. No 
other game can compare with Soccer—the only 
code of true football! The day seems near when it 
will be the paramount code in Australia. 


Soccer was played in Germany in 1875. An’ 
Oxford University team visited Austria in 1900. 
Many British teams have toured various parts of 
the Continent at different times. In fact, a season 
would not be complete these days without a visit 
to foreign soil. France, Sweden, Norway, Holland, 
Denmark, Switzerland, Germany and Belgium have 
annual visits from various British clubs. British 
teams are not always successful in beating Contin- 
ental teams, whose players have shown a remark~ 
able adaptability for playing our Empire’s national 
game. 

The Soccer game was introduced into America 
by the Universities in 1875. The American Foot- 
ball Association was formed in 1884. Thousands 
of teams of varying standards are engaged in com- 
petitive Soccer in America to-day. 


Canada took up Soccer in 1880. A Canadian 
team visited Great Britain in 1888, The first As- 
sociation in South Africa was formed in 1882. 
The famous amateur combination, the Corinthians, 
made a tour of South Africa in 1897 and played in 
every important centre of the Union. The Indian 
Football Association was formed in 1893. 


It is possible that a World’s Soccer Cham- 
pionship, on the same lines as the Davis Cup con- 
tests, will be conducted on an efficient zone sys’ 
tem, in the near future. A big scheme, maybe, 
but one that seems sure to mature. No doubt, 
the foundation for such an ambitious venture will 
be laid by the playing of an Empire Champion- 
ship, Such a-contest must come sooner or later. 
The visit of India is a step towards the ideal, and 
the reception of an Australian team in South Ar 
rica in 1939, followed by a reciprocal visit from the 
Union in 1940, will bring the possibility of the 
scheme closer than probably most people imagine. 
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FOOTBALL FUNIOSITIES

One afternoon in France, 26 Aussies stopped 
“arguing the toss” in an estaminet, Somebody in- 
quired “tween drinks; “Who's going to referee the 
match this afternoon?” 


They were all dressed up to do battle. Both 
sides belonged to the Fifth Brigade. Having “had 
a few,” I volunteered, and the match went on at 
full pace for 79 minutes. 


I ordered scrums, blew chaps offside, and did 
everything I had been taught to do as a kid at 
Lower Broughton, when the Rangers ruled the 
roost. 


Alas, in the last minute there came a free 
kick. A player placed the ball and let fly. The 
hall burst, the case flying over the bar and the 
bladder underneath. I ordered another kick—but 
there wasn’t another ball. 


One evening, after a lot of iced lager on 
the club verandah, we clashed with a crack Chinese 
team, and to our amazement, the longer the match 
lasted the faster they became. 


“Can’t make it out,” said one of the halves, 
who was chasing the fastest winger I had seen. 


1 wrote to Tom Mailey, the Manchester 
manager, that night and told him to send a scout 
to secure some players who more closely resembled 
perpetual motion than any humans I had seen, 
including all the Marathon runners in the world. 


During the week, however, a Chinese clerk in 
our office woke me up to things. 


“Pardon me, sir,” he explained, “but judging 
by your pained expression in the second half of the 
match on Wednesday evening ‘you didn't know 
that very time the ball went out of play and into 
the crowd a fresh Chinese threw it in.” 


Next time the Chinese played—they were 
meeting the Tamils—I got at the back of the thous- 
ands assembled behind the touch lines. 


Sure enough, twenty players, attired in foot 
ball togs, were waiting for their “cue” in the 


crowd. 


A Birmingham boy who had to sleep in a 
corkscrew bed in order to keep straight, wanted 
more than anything else to see his sister in Lon- 
don. So he wired The Arsenal manager over a 
crook name, saying he would welcome a trial at 
Highbury.
